Btruclion id in the likelihood of their net- 
ting out of ammunition and provisions 
and this will probably happen if they 
aro driven to a locality where they have 
no friends to supply them with these 
nocoeeariea. It they 
remain in tho 


neighborhood of their old haunts there 
is no doubt that an early encounter be- 
tween them and thoir pursuers will take 
place.

killed, namely, Andy AtcGinDia and 
Vic 0. Wilson. There was no uuch per- 
Bon as Olson with the party.

Wilson and beside him consisted of 
Frank Burke, deputy sheriff of Yum a, 
Deputy Sheriff Andy 
McGinnie, Al 


Witty of Modulo, Constable Warren 
.Hill of Sanuer, Detective Will Smith 
and the two Indian acouts, Palon. and 
Camino. 


A rather peculiar thing WAS tho return 


to VinR!in. of Detective Smith with the 
remainder of the posse, Hill. excentod, 
after ho had telephoned down for. Sher- 
iff* Ilensloy to join him with w many 
men aa ho could bring with him. It is 
considered very unwise to have brought 
the Indians back for they would hare 
been of great anaistance to Sheriff Hone- 
ley and hie posse. Hill, of course,knows 
tbe country, but he cannot do tlio work 
of the trailers. 


A mistake was also made in taking tho 


dead men to Visalia and holding the in- 
quest over them there instead of brinR- 
inR them to this ctt;.'. McGinnia' body 
was sent t Modesto yesterday morning 
and passed through here on tho noon 
train. Al Witty accompanied tho re- 
mains. 


Witty visited Division Superintendent 


Frazier while the train stopped hero nnd 
told tho Btory of the Mit. He did not 
eeeui much tho worse for the wound in 
bis \nock, lie believes a buckshot ie 
still lodged in tho wound. 


Tho body of Vic Wilson wan sent to 


his family in Tucson, A. T., last oven- 
ing. After he was shot lie lived for 
about ten minutes and muramred "Qire 
me something" several timss. His com- 
rade^ gave him some water and he soon 
became unconscious and died. Wilson 
was a Texas ranger for many yearp and 
was a brave aod conscientious officer. 
McGinnia was formerly sheriff of Stan- 
islaus cannty, and later a constable at 
Modesto. 
Both ruon had very many 


friends. Wilson leaves a wife and little 
boy, and McGinn IB a wife and grown 
daughter... 


A rather doubtful statement baa been 


made 
that 
there 
were 
two men 


with Evens and Sontag..who assisted 
.them in their murderous attack on tho 
oQicera. Some fiay they flreti" from an 
upper story window, while others as- 
sert tboy were in the same room with 
the train robbers. 1'robably the first 
business of tbe various posses now in the 
field will be to make a round-up of the 
accomplices of the train robbers and 
those who assisted thorn in eluding the 
officers. 


The statement that Bnrka winged 


Evans ie doubted by many peop'e, who 
believe that he did not drop hia shotgun 
01 account of being wounded, but de- 
liberately threw it away, considering it 
an incumbrance. Ha retained his rifle. 
In view of the close manner in which 
the robbnrs were pressed it was natural 
they should rid ttornselvea of some of 
their impediments. 


Last evening about 7 o'clock Deputy 


Coroner Stephens find Dr. J. L. Maupin 
returned from their trip to tbe moun- 
tains, where thev went to meet the dead 
and woandod. Mr. Stephens was seen 
by a llBPunucAN reporter and said: 
"We started out with Sheriff Hensley 
and posse yesterday afternoon, going to 
Centorvilie first. The trip was made by 
conveyances oa far as Dualsp, the mem- 
bera of the poaae loadiric their saddle 
horses. We arrived at Dnnlap about 2 
o'clock this morning 
The party con- 


eieted of Sheriff Hensley, Deputies Me- 
Cardie and Pickett and Constable John 
Ashman. They were armed with Win- 
cheaters, BhotRtina and revolvers. 


"We were joined at Dnnlap a litt'e 


later by a posse from Selrua, consisting 
of Constable McFatter, Deputy Peck, 
Mr. Bttll of tho Whileon, Constable Burr 
of Sangor and another man from tbat 
place whoee name I do not know. Wo 
word met at DunUp by Con a table Hill. 


"When we arrived tbora 1 found out 


Ihai. the bo J lea had already been taken 
to ViHnlio, and offered my eervices to 
Sheriff Hensley. Ho refused to accent 
them. Baying grimly and 
iifrniflcantly 


I might have work enongh at home in a 
short time. 


"Sheriff lit niUy »od pofiso are deter- 


mined to do their utmost to briuR down 
the robberv and have decided to take no 
chauceu. They will ehoot on 
flight, 


though the sheriff regreta that he uan- 
not take them alive. We nil arose early 
tlilfl morning, and wheu I lolt Duulap at 
aboat 10.30 o'clock this niorulun the 
oilicers were getting ready for their dan- 
gerous expedition. 
"I heard but few faote that yon do not 


already know. I learned that there were 
beyond a doubt two men ia Young's 
house beside Sontag and Evans, and 
that they aided the robbera in their at* 
tack upon the officers. One of the men 
is now in custody at Visalid, 


"The woik of the Indian trailer!) is 


much praised and they deserve it, for 
they displayed ^roat cleverness. 
It 


seems that the heel of one of Evaus' 
shoes ia split aud the trailers identified 
Evans' tracks by the mark it left in the 
ground. 


"I'he preparation made by the robbers 


for defense shows how well they know 
the country. Ou the mountain side, 
about one mile from the Young house, 
they had dug out a pit large enough to 
contain both of them aud B large quan- 
tity of provisions bennies. This pit can 
be approached only from one side and 
from it an extensive view of the imme- 
diate surroundings can be obtained. 
They could stand off a hundred uien from 
this advantageous position. The officers 
found provisions in the pit after it had 
been, abandoned by the robbers." 


Mr. Stepheus elated further that Hill 


told him he had learned from an ac- 
quaintance of fc'onUg and Evans that the 
robbers assorted they had Sheriff Hens- 
ley asd Deputy McOardlo in their power 
tho last timo they want to the moun- 
tains, without tha knowledge of the lat- 
ter, of course. 
The officers passed a place near where 


tho robbers were in hidinp, and the lat- 
ter eay they could] easily have, brought 
down their pursue re, but refrained from 
doing BO. As proof of thla they say^tbey 
left a medicine Itottla in thoir hiding 
platfe and the officers could substantiate 
their statement by seeing for them- 
selves how near to the jaws of death they 
were, 


The carelessness of themembera of the 


"posse, that met "the "train robbers in 
strapping their guns to their saddles, waa 
much commented opon yesterday. Had 
they carried them in'their hands as they 
ahould have done, the result might have 
been different.

THEIR STORIES. 


FRANK UUttKE AND AL 
WITTY 


TALK. 


Au Exact Account of their Eucounter 


With the Desperate Train 


Kohhers. 


The Viaaiia Delta, with its usual en- 


terprise, had a good account of tho 
fight. It interviewed Deteclivo Smith, 
Frank Burke aud Al Witty upon their 
return from tho mountains Tuesday 
ij IK lit and elicited nearly all there was to 
tell ot tho terrible oucoimter. Following 
is the story of Frank Burke, the Yuuia 
deputy sheriff: 


"We struck thoir camp one-half mile 


buck of tlio Orabtree place, at David- 
son's Flat, on Sunday. 
There we found 


their bidding, a cumber of lato daily 
and weekly papers and other things 
they had lolt. 
They had been informed 


that we were In the neighborhood and 
bad nbandoned the camp. 


"On Sunday we went to Johnny 


Howell's place and talked with him, nnd 
from there to Sands Baker's. 
At Dun- 


lap we were informed that Mrs. Kvane 
wae at Howell's. 
We all got into a 


wagon and laid down in it and were 
driven to within a mile of Howell's 
place and surrounded the place and 
watched all night. At daylight we went 
to the house aud went trough it. Vte 
found Mrs. Evans ami Howell's family 
there, but no one else. 


"Monday w e remained at Sands 


Baker's place and this morning (Tues- 
day) Btarted for Sampsou Flat to watch 
the trails aud try to find traces of Evans 
and SontflR, As one of tho Indians' 
horses had 
given out both Indians 


walked up a loog lull to a divide, be- 
yond which was James Young's place. 
We were about 500 yards from the house 
but not in sight of it, and waited there 
quite a while for tho Indiana to come 
up."Wa then started (o go to Young'a 


hoiiBt) to get some .potatoes autl to leave 
auoteJor John 'Broder, who w«s ex- 
pected back tho next day. Wilson, 
McUluuie, myself and Witty were dis- 
mounted and started down the hill to- 
ward the honee on the south sltlo. Wil- 
uon and McGinnia led off ami I was just 
about twenty yardri behind, with Witty 
behind tue. 1 oturted off to one aide to- 
ward a watermelon patch and Witty was 
with toe &nd a little to the rp«r. 
"Suddenly, whea'themen were about 


five BtepB^rom the house, WO B&w ""> 
two men run but and shoot. Wileoii 
aud McGltmia (ell dead, but Wile cm was 
reaching for his revolver and fell with it 
iu his hand. 15vans stepped over Wil- 
son's body and started toward ua, flrln«. 
Ho fired at Witty and ono Shot struck 
him iu the iieck. I fired at ICvaoB and 
he then be'gaii flnng'at m6 with a Win- 
cheater. Tho first ehpte were fired from 
shotguns. I ran to a pine log about fif- 
te&u yards away and Evans fired at me 
three times. I Bred "at him', and an he 
was standing aiming at .me. I; tot r. good 
ehot at him and when I fired ho dropped 
hiiifeun aotl fell. Ilu then Rc'faniblod ofT 
into the cornfield. I fired another shot 
at him as he ma; but saw him no more. 


"Witty had left bin gun with his horse 


and having only u revolver with him 
started back for hia gnu, but did not fire. 
Warren Hill was in the rear of our party 
and had his horse shot. Tho two Indians 
werenbout sixty yards away when tbe 
firing begau aud they each fired one shot 
at the robbt-ru. 


"After Evaus and Soutag came oat of 


tbe hb'usb Sontaji ran to ai large pine 
tree that had been cut down and got be- 
hind it. I did not see him any more. 


"One of the Indians. 1'elon, says Son- 


tag ran around behind the house and 
there mot Evans, who had gone through 
the corn patch, aud that he tired at 
them aguiu. The ludiaus and I were 
the only onee who did any firing. 
"I got a good shot at Evans at only 


forty or fifty yards and am satisfied that 
I hit him. 
While the firing was going 


ou a third party inside the bouse fired 
From an upper window on our party. 


"When Evaus disappeared I remained 


where I was, watching, it seemed to me, 
about fifteen minutes, and wheu I got up 
no member of my party was iu sight. 1 
then went down to the gulch and got a 
drink and waited there nearly three- 
quarters of an hour, and not fceeiug auy 
of the party started down tlie gulch and 
walked to Baker's place. That is prob- 
ably how the report ^ot out that 1 had 
buen killed. 


"Evans and Son tag started off in a 


northeasterly 
diiectiou toward I'iue 


Ridge." 


Al Witty'B Btory of tho terrible fight is 


_is follows: "This morning about 11 
o'clock wo went to .Tunica Young's house 
to leiwe ft note for John Brodor, who had 
left our party Monday evening to come 
down to Visalia. 
As wo paseud Ly 


Gardners house we saw four men going 
up the trail, but paid no particular at- 
tention to them. We asked Gardner 
who they were, and were told that they 
were Clark Moore, an Englishman, a 
man named Fox, f and onjther whose 
name I have forgotten. 


"So we went on up to the top of tho 


trail to leave n note at Young's house 
for Brodor :ind got somo potatoes in tho 
garden. We never once thought tlmt 
nuy one was at tho house, as HO bud 
been there on the eveniug previous and 
no traco of the mou was BOt'n. 
"A short distance from tbe house the 


boys got off and tied thnir horeoa, Me- 
Gim.is and Wilson tied first and started 
in, and Burtro nnd I followed about 
twenty steps behind. Burke and I hud 
got in tho yurd ubout ten steps when 
Burku paid to me, 'I guess I'll got a 
watermelon,' and started toward tho 
patch. 


"Then tho shooting commnnciid, and 


the shots en mo out of the house, and 
from upstairs. McGinn is was killed nt 
tho first shot.. Evans poked hie timi 
through the glass uml fired, nnd than 
came out through tho doors iind nhot 
Wilson in tlio left Bide. Sontag camo out 
nt the samo timo and commenced to 
ehoot nt Burko and Wilson. Ilarke, 
who had stinted for tho watermelon 
patch, ca:ue running toward mo. All tho 
time Rome ono wua shooting from tho 
second storf of tho house, and I urns hit 
by a glancing shot in tho neck and fell 
down near the gate. 


"Then Evans ran toward tho corn 


field in. tlio rear of tho houao, at tho 
same time shooting nt me. 
Burko 


jumped up nnd shot at Evane to direct 
his tiro from ino. Evans then took de- 
liberate aim and shot at Burke. Then 
Burke phot again and ehot Evans some 
place, bocauso he full back of a log. 
Evans, however, got u<> and ran into tho 
corn, and Burke fired another shot at 
him. 


"The Indian trailerp, an soon as tho 


fight commenced, jumped behind rocks 
nnd immediately opened fire. During 
the fight tho house was surrounded by 
smoke, and ft waa impossible to distin- 
guish tho robbers. 
Tho other men in 


the hoiisp, who wore shooting from tlio 
second story, must havo made their es- 
cape from the renr of the house. 


As we started towards tho house an 


ii^IUhmAu emim uut of the houee with 


a pail, presumably going to the spring to 
get water. Ho saw us and nevar gavo us 
any warning that the robbers,. were in 
the house.

warjn and said that ho was held us a 
prisoner by the robbern, and was then 
preparing their dinner."
